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york today the three leading democratic presidential candidates appeared together they sat on a panel and 
told a group of democratic mayors what they would do about urban problems nbc's john hart was there and 
he reports that their position on the stage was as interesting as their position on the issues for one hour they 
sat this way carter apart giving the back of his shoulder to jackson who this week accused carter of whining 
about the lawsuit jackson one in new york costing carter a number of delegate slates they were separate on 
some issues jackson and udall for federalizing welfare carter for making welfare a state responsibility the 
mayor saved their warmest response for the non-candidate the keynote speaker hubert humphrey he 
brought up a program he had used in his own presidential campaign eight years ago a marshall plan for the 
cities we planned the recovery of europe and it is the miracle of the 20th century why is it that america could 
plan to rebuild berlin why is it that we could plan to rebuild london with the people in england with the people 
in berlin why is it that we could plan to rebuild the cities of germany and of italy but we can't plan to rebuild 
the cities of america this was the campaign of a non-candidate hubert humphrey not running but willing part 
of his campaign anyway one mayor saying labor unions are asking him to hold off a while longer on making a 
choice for president a request the mayor considered an unsigned message from humphrey john hart nbc 
news new york there's a new harris poll out on the standing of democratic politicians the standing with 
independent and democratic party vote voters it's a national survey made a couple of weeks ago and here's 
what it shows hubert humphrey leads all the other democrats he's the preferred choice for the presidential 
nominee over jimmy carter scoop jackson moe udall and george wallace in that order but humphrey as john 
hart just reported 
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but humphrey as john hart just reported is not a formal candidate among the candidates jimmy carter beats 
all the others jackson udall and wallace jackson is stronger in the harris pole than udall or wallace and udall 
is stronger than wallace and george wallace is stronger than nobody in this new national poll of 
independence and democrats to add to wallace's problems in the wisconsin primary where voters can cast 
ballots in either party's primary a republican is making an effort to get some of wallace's voters he is ronald 
reagan tom pettit has that story ladies and gentlemen there is more than a mere phantom campaign by 
ronald reagan in wisconsin even in his absence his campaign volunteers in milwaukee were busy watching 
his television speech last night so that no person who has contributed to social security today they were busy 
at their telephones i'm a volunteer for wisconsin citizens for reagan they are targeting people who voted for 
nixon or wallace in 72 they want the wallace vote can't win without it it is a strategy based on telephones and 
television oh yes he can win in wisconsin he can win i'm not predicting it but i think he can win we have an 
opportunity here i do not believe that ronald reagan or any other candidate republican or democrat could win 
wisconsin solely with the wonderful media of television ford clearly does not want another north carolina style 
defeat so he was here last saturday and will be here tomorrow and this saturday [Applause] in contrast 
reagan spent four days here and then cancelled his entire schedule to concentrate on tv young man from the 


tv show credited with winning north carolina will be shown all over wisconsin and because under wisconsin

facts wrong john cochran is traveling with the ford campaign here is his report on the president's visit thanks 
president ford came to wisconsin hoping not just to shake some hands but to emphasize his strongest issue 
the improving economy instead he was soon having to face questions about reagan's latest charges mr ford 
told a news conference that reagan's televised speech this week was full of misleading statements about 
secretary of state kissinger and about america's military strength but the president said he will not agree to a 
face-to-face debate with reagan over national defense the campaign we have more survivability more 
accuracy more warheads by a significant amount we have a three to one lead and strategic aircraft those are 
the facts and those are the recommendations of our joint chiefs of staff and any debate with a person who's 
not familiar with the facts i don't think would be helpful the president then headed for a german restaurant to 
meet with ethnic groups and get a beer stein i love beer and especially milwaukee beer and but inside the 
ethnic groups were more interested in his denial of reagan's charge that the administration has secretly 
accepted soviet domination over eastern europe our policy is in no sense and i emphasize this in no sense 
accepts soviet dominion of eastern europe or any kind of organic oil the ethnic vote here is normally more 
important to democratic candidates than to republicans but this time ronald reagan's workers are trying for a 
big crossover vote from democrats especially those dissatisfied with the administration's national security 
policies 
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security policies and that is why president ford is energetically courting ethnic voters hoping that even if they 
don't vote for him they don't vote against him john cochran nbc news with the poor campaign in milwaukee in 
his nationally televised talk this week reagan quoted henry kissinger as saying he kissinger thinks it's his job 
to negotiate a second place position for america in the world that quote comes originally from admiral elmo 
zumwalt the former chief of naval operations who's a bitter enemy of kissinger somewhat says he heard it 
from kissinger but kissinger vehemently denies saying any such thing and today reagan was asked about all 
this in california john harris has that story ronald reagan visibly bristled and then reacted rather sharply when 
he was told that president ford had said reagan's speech contained misleading statements inventions and 
fabrications i will stand by everything i said and i have complete confidence in my sources now with regard to 
a fabrication is he accusing me of a fabrication yes he is well then mr ford is speaking rather loosely and um 
in an unjustified way i remarked that it had been reported that and quoted what had been reported that mr 
kissinger said but it is not just the zumwalt quote it is not just that he wrote this someplace he said this just a 
few weeks ago to a group here in los angeles it was confirmed to one of the members of my staff by one of 
his associates despite the ford administration's challenges as to the accuracy of his speech reagan said he 
believes the nationwide television address was a success he also said he doesn't expect to beat gerald ford 
in wisconsin wisconsin was not a state that we had looked at as being a place of strength for us as a matter 
of fact uh our own early conservative projection on which we based going into a campaign at all was thirty 
percent of the vote reagan plans to take his campaign to 
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reagan plans to take his campaign to texas on monday a state in which he thinks he has a fighting chance of 
defeating the president don harris nbc news los angeles jimmy carter's campaign for president so far has 
been a model of moderation he has made few rash predictions today in rochester new york however carter 
said he was unbeatable and that it would take a miracle for hubert humphrey to beat him for the democratic 


nomination part of carter's growing optimism may stem from the success of his non-stop campaigning don

smile he has successfully maneuvered around troublesome issues and has continued to sell his 
personalized brand of truth honesty and love that's once again that our government be as good and honest 
and decent and truthful and fair and competent idealistic compassionate and is filled with love as all the 
american people here in 
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as all the american people here in wisconsin carter's hope is to knock off his principal liberal opponent 
maurice udall and carter may just do that despite the fact that udall is now getting help from the forces of 
hubert humphrey and here in new york carter faces a rough go against senator henry jackson carter does not 
figure to win here and he has complained bitterly that the new york election laws are unfair don oliver nbc 
news with the carter campaign in new york reporting from the nbc election center in wisconsin good evening 
from milwaukee where we have come to cover the wisconsin presidential primary one of two important 
primaries today between them the wisconsin and new york primaries will choose more than 500 delegates to 
the national party conventions here in wisconsin the maine democratic contest is between congressman 
morris udall of arizona the leading liberal running in a liberal state and the georgia bandwagon of jimmy 
carter the republican contest is between gerald ford and ronald reagan ford beat reagan in four straight 
primaries but reagan beat forward two weeks ago in north carolina the president said today he thinks he will 
win here but that it will be close in new york the primary there will test senator henry jackson's assertion that 
he can win in large industrial states but carter udall and others are involved in the new york primary the 
weather in new york today was good but the voter turnout was very low which should help jackson here in 
milwaukee udall and his wife were out early seeking votes at the plant gate the udall campaign in wisconsin 
began more than a year ago this is supposed to be his strongest state and he has worked very hard here 
around the state the weather was flawless a gorgeous spring day and the voters were out in large numbers 
early turnouts were heavy in rural areas and smaller towns some officials said that perhaps 50 percent of the 
registered voters would go to the

about one-third of the votes here in wisconsin gerald ford has said he will have a close victory but reagan 
has been blanketing wisconsin with televised attacks on ford's foreign and military policies and there is 
evidence that these tv messages may have made the contest much closer two weeks ago nobody would 
have predicted a reagan upset in wisconsin but this evening some of gerald ford's people are seriously 
worried about just that reagan was campaigning in texas today that primary will be on the first of may our 
man kenley jones was with the reagan campaign at a reagan rally in dallas last night they took up a 
collection for the candidate for the first time the reagan campaign is in financial trouble partly because it has

destroys incentive my own belief is that

industry loose in the open market to find and produce the energy sources we must have to really make us 
independent if we had a boycott now it would be disastrous this is the first of three campaign trips reagan is 
scheduled to texas between now and the may 1st primary it is here that he hopes to get his campaign back 
on the winning track after an almost certain defeat in wisconsin today reagan supporters are asked how 
important texas is to the campaign their answer is how can anything as big as texas be unimportant if reagan 
wins here certainly it will be a big victory but if he loses it will be an even bigger defeat kenley jones nbc

of the problem has been caused by my ill-chosen agreement to use the words uh ethnic purity i do not ever i 
think that was a very serious mistake on my part i think it should have been words similar to ethnic character 


or ethnic heritage carter said what he means is that there's nothing wrong with a neighborhood's ethnic 
character being maintained but that if anyone else wants to move in the neighborhood they have a right and 
the government should uphold that right but i do want to apologize to all those who have been concerned 
about uh the unfortunate use of the word ethnic purity i don't think there are any ethnical pure neighborhoods 
in this country but in response to a question and without the adequate uh thought on my part i used a phrase 
that was uh that was unfortunate some of carter's black supporters were at the news conference so was one 
black who supports morris udall just a poor choice of words there's nothing wrong with the talk is that what 
you're saying uh that's exactly right they are wrong later carter summed up this way if i should ever take a 
racist attitude or discriminatory attitude against any ethnic group particularly those who are most 
disadvantaged i would prefer to withdraw from the race i would not ever do that so far carter's run an almost 
flawless campaign but his ethnic purity remark could be trouble his opponents are already taking advantage 
of it robert hager nbc news philadelphia morris udall attacked carter at a breakfast in philadelphia he 
suggested carter's use of phrases like ethnic purity and black intrusion smacked of the politics of racial 
division and amounted to sentencing minorities to their ghettos for life later at a news conference he was told 
carter had apologized i welcome the change but i think it was revealing there's something good about a 
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there's something good about a presidential campaign that puts us all under pressure puts us all at press 
conference where we have to come out spontaneously with our true feelings and i think his comments and 
his choice of words were revealing about his basic attitudes the attitude says look we preach to to minorities 
to the jews and poles and blacks and italians and irish lift yourselves up become a professional succeed and 
then you can move to a better neighborhood better housing better facilities but yet his words seem to 
suggest that if a black gets a phd and wants to move to out in the philadelphia suburbs that he's an intruder 
but he's an alien but somehow he's doing something wrong if he breaks up the homogeneity of that 
neighborhood udall has become increasingly frustrated by what he calls carter's ability to get on both sides of 
the issues that is why udall is starting to use the tough language he used today charles quinn nbc news 
philadelphia as expected former oklahoma senator fred harris told a press conference today that he's pulling 
out of the presidential race as an active candidate he declined to throw his support to any other democrat he 
said he is still a candidate for president but that his national effort in the primaries ends today the reason not

for the outcome of the nominating process mr ford said that he expects to be the republican nominee and he

chartered plane he plays a few hands with the press and staff sometimes with happy results get the federal 
elections commission on the phone and see if this is magical the campaign is solving the game but udall 
can't finance his campaign

thousand dollars in cash on hand and he's a quarter of a million dollars in debt he's been forced into less 
campaigning more fundraising all of it headed for pennsylvania do we have pledges [Music] bernie kaplan 
give an additional 250 i guess if i don't give 250 bernie's not going to talk to me anymore and uh so i'll be 
able to increase mine also right 250 from dick udall had hoped to spend a quarter of a million dollars in 
pennsylvania but it will be difficult without federal matching funds he has abandoned charter planes to fly 
commercial tonight he will not even fly from philadelphia to washington he'll travel by car he has reluctantly 
signed a promissory note for thirty thousand dollars against his own personal assets to pay for a massive 
mail appeal for money good to see you he does not hide the fact that he and other candidates are hurting uh 
we're all strapped i've got 150 000 they owe me today if the federal elections commission were functioning 
euro was out at a pittsburgh steel plant early today still hoping for matching funds he is not as well known as 
carter or jackson in pennsylvania and without money to campaign it will be hard for him to do well there 
charles quinn he said he doesn't think anyone would win the democratic presidential nomination this year on 
the first ballot unless said humphrey some candidate gets a tremendous surge of votes in the pennsylvania 
primary week after next and whatever the outcome of that primary some of humphreys friends are setting up 
a campaign to convince democrats to hang loose for humphrey until the convention here's that story which 
was uncovered by catherine mackin of our staff this is the letter in draft form which will be sent to seventeen 
thousand of the country's most active democrats including delegates already elected to this summer's 
national convention its purpose is to get democrats to stay uncommitted to other candidates 
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uncommitted to other candidates so they can support humphrey later it promotes humphrey as the choice of 
more democrats and it says humphrey runs the strongest race against president ford congressman bob 
berglin of minnesota and paul simon of illinois are responsible for the letter they say it will not be mailed until

allow your name period that's my present judgment well could it change before uh my present judgment in

much the total health care system will cost but i will begin to implement it the first year i'm in the white house 
the fees for doctor services would be pre-arranged as are

strings here are three reports beginning with don oliver on the campaign of jimmy carter only a few days ago 
in pittsburgh jimmy carter was making appeals like this every week we need money so if you do have friends 
or relatives who can give 5 10 100 or perhaps even more ask them to do it quickly and they did a little more 
than a week of intensive fundraising efforts carter has gotten more than the one hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars he needed for a television and radio campaign in pennsylvania these commercials made on the run in 
atlanta just a few days ago are now appearing on television stations in pennsylvania carter's tv campaign 
started well before his opponents one of the reasons the carter is in better shape financially in pennsylvania 
than his opponents is that he never planned on using 
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is that he never planned on using matching funds to buy advertising in that state his financial advisors have 
decided some time ago that those funds would not be available that they would have to raise the money on 
their own today carter's local and state finance people from all over the country were in atlanta they brought 
with them 108 000 the carter campaign is still solvent even without the matching funds the organization has 
spent 2.2 million so far and needs four million more to take them up to convention time right now the carter 
campaign is owed more than 400 000 in matching funds don oliver nbc news atlanta leader black citizen 
worried about udall spends much of his time in pennsylvania campaigning in television studios because it's 
free so far he's had very little money for paid tv advertising udall also has been spending a lot of time 
campaigning on the telephone trying to raise money from democratic fat cats i know you've been generous 
with liberal causes in the past and my staff thought you might be willing to give us a hand if i played the 
request well i understand your situation and okay good luck to you lorenzo bye-bye no score nbc news has 
learned that a poll taken for udall a week ago shows him far behind in pennsylvania and not as well known 
as carter or jackson even though he's already a quarter of a million dollars in debt new money comes in 
every day most of it will go into television radio and newspaper advertising he hopes to spend 150 000 ina 
desperate effort to catch up charles quinn nbc news philadelphia when henry jackson left washington dc 
today to begin his final round of campaigning in pennsylvania he did not board a gleaming charter jetliner for 
the trip 
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the trip instead he got aboard a train and rode tourist at a substantial savings because money is tight 
jackson's is a no frills campaign but what worries him more is that he does not have enough money for the 
kind of media campaign he would like to run in pennsylvania the quarter of a million dollars he says the 
election commission owes him would solve that problem [Music] jackson so far has refused to finance the 
pennsylvania campaign by borrowing against money he has coming from the federal election commission 
some staff aides wanted him to do that so he could buy more television time and concentrate his own efforts

paid reagan will be under heavy pressure to go on nationwide television again to ask for more money kenley 
jones nbc news with the reagan campaign president ford was asked today about reagan's accusation that 
the ford administration is negotiating away our rights to the panama canal the president told some visiting 
texas editors that he gathers reagan would break off the present negotiations with panama mr ford said that

the idea that labor in pennsylvania is not really pro jackson but in fact andy carter conducting a holding action 
for hubert humphrey as a great leader jimmy carter's problem is that he's a right to worker look i've got the 
best labor record of any of the candidates running that's a fact even better than hubert humphrey if you want 
to believe that jackson is clearly perturbed by all the talk that pennsylvania labor leaders and politicians really 
want hubert but the evidence suggests that jackson is a rallying point for labor leaders 
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is a rallying point for labor leaders who would like to see carter slowed before he sews up the nomination 
jackson does have some genuine labor strength clothing workers like the ones he visited today have backed 
him from the beginning but the jackson labor committee announced in philadelphia today was formed with 
some difficulty for example it is headed by afl-cio officer ed tui who says publicly he thinks humphrey is the 
better candidate and the major labor push will be a campaign to paint carter as anti-labor jackson will benefit 
from the labor activity they will spend thousands at a time when he is hard-pressed for cash the labor 
committee will only help if the leader's endorsements translated to work for jackson by the rank and file but

goes campaigning in indiana today he reaffirmed his position that ownership of the canal is not negotiable 
that the united states owns it and should keep it he was told that president ford said reagan's attitude could 
lead to riots and bloodshed in the canal zone well then let me ask you what the national policy should be 
should it be that any time any country no matter how small wants to threaten us with rioting and bloodshed 
that the united states gives up whatever is demanded of it that's exactly what we're the reason the valid 
reason that he is giving for our giving up sovereign united states territory and the canal reagan was asked if 
he would send in us troops to defend the canal but we already have america troops we've never left that 
without defense then would he send in more troops in the event of trouble i think you have to do what is 
necessary to protect american civilians and we have american citizens there in the canal zone reagan likes 
to tell audiences like this one that the united states has spent too much time in recent years trying to get 
other countries to love us instead of respect us reagan believes the policy should be just a reverse and 
obviously he believes panama is a good place to start Kenley jones nbc news with the reagan campaign in 
indianapolis jimmy carter outlined his economic goals today as he stumped pennsylvania trying to win votes 
for next tuesday's primary carter said if he is elected president he would balance the federal budget by 1979. 
pennsylvania has a large labor vote and as don oliver reports carter's economic plan also deals with 
unemployment and jobs carter promises that the highest priority of his administration would be jobs a job for 
everyone who wants one as 
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jobs a job for everyone who wants one as rapidly as possible carter has also said he would not make foolish 
mistakes by promising things on the spur of the moment just to get votes today carter unveiled his economic 
policy projecting full employment and a balanced budget by the year 1979 with a four to six percent growth 
rate we can have a balanced budget and still meet the social needs of our country that have been outlined in 
my own campaign of statements i think that the future can be one of promise with the unemployment rate 
coming down to three percent among our adults with the inflation rate stabilizing at four percent or less with 
the growth rate continuing four to six percent per year if carter and his economic advisors were preparing this 
year's budget one advisor indicated it would be substantially higher than the 394 billion dollars proposed by 
president ford somewhere between 412 and 420 billion dollars where that money would come from is a little 
unclear carter declined again today to spell out with any detail the tax reform package that he has in mind for 
the country don oliver nbc news reading pennsylvania [Music] senator henry jackson was also campaigning 
in pennsylvania today and also looking for labor support a number of labor leaders came out for scoop 
jackson this week but the suspicion remains that they may be in jackson's camp because hubert humphrey 
hasn't officially started his campaign irving levine has this report on how pennsylvania labor is leading and to 
what degree the concentration of industry in pennsylvania makes it one of the nation's strongholds of 
organized labor in the factories which produce america's steel and other products union manpower 
represents votes and 
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union manpower represents votes and volunteer help for candidates in preparing for tuesday's primary some 
unions particularly in construction have unemployment rates above the national average thirty percent of 
construction workers are out of jobs in pennsylvania that makes jobs the big issue for labor unions the state's 
biggest union the steel workers like most national unions was neutral in previous primaries but last tuesday 
union leaders fearing a victory by jimmy carter whom they distrust dropped their neutrality and announced 
formation of a committee to put many of pennsylvania's unions squarely behind jackson it is not a stop carter 
movement i think we must go out and tell our members what the facts are you wouldn't want us to go out and 
lie to them union help is particularly important to candidates at this time because federal campaign money 
has been cut off and there are restrictions on campaign contributions but unions can provide help free of 
charge union workers are helping jackson in many ways in philadelphia officials of the ladies garment 
workers union go through a clothing factory explaining the complicated primary ballot and urging workers to 
vote for jackson delegate here's the sample ballot we ask you to endure senator jack vote for senator 
jackson and me okay other union volunteers send out letters soliciting votes for jackson in harrisburg 
construction workers pass out leaflets stressing the jobs issue in pittsburgh vans cruise the streets unions 
have rented 30 such vehicles throughout the state at pittsburgh offices of the american federation of state 
county and municipal employees union volunteers phone other union 
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union volunteers phone other union members you'll be getting a mailing shortly include a list of the labor 
endorsed delegates that you can take with you when you vote on street corners union volunteers compete 
with young volunteers for cotter passing out leaflets [Music] jackson's and the other candidates also have 
volunteer organizations but they lack the offices money and manpower of the unions nevertheless carter 
continues to try to win support of union rank and file as in this trip to a coal mine and so does maurice udall 
in visits to factory gates but it is jackson who is greeted by union leaders when he arrives on campaign stops 
if union leaders can get union members to follow their lead pennsylvania should be a big victory for jackson 
but that's a big if the fact is that many union members don't vote the way their leaders say and that fact cast 
doubt on just how useful union support really is irving r levine nbc news pittsburgh is a democratic contest 
president ford is unopposed three democrats are fighting hard here scoop jackson mo udall and jimmy carter 
at stake or 178 delegates to the democratic national convention but more important than delegates the 
winner here will get a vital psychological advantage here's a look at the campaign of jimmy carter reported by 


don oliver jimmy carter on the streets of philadelphia claiming to be the underdog charging that he's been 
opposed by the masked leadership of organized labor that he's been set upon by political bosses who have 
joined in a stop carter movement that has been carter's issue in this primary campaign 
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primary campaign he tells the people not to let the bosses stop him to get out and vote in all of this crater has 
portrayed himself as a man of the people fighting as he puts it the nomination of a few persons over the 
people carter made it sound as though he even had the founding fathers on his side as he worked his way to 
the liberty bell there he mixed memories of john hancock signing the declaration of independence with some 
contemporary politics we can hand over our country to those who would raise themselves up to rule over our 
lives or we can determine for ourselves what direction we and our country should go our future can be 
counted in our ballots or they can be bargained away with horse traits in the back room carter revels in his 
self-appointed role of underdog his polls tell him that it is a posture which will bring him votes among 
unionists who don't like to be told how to vote among blacks and among liberals who hate machine politics 
that could be a winning combination for carter if his volunteers are successful tomorrow in their big get out 
the vote campaign don oliver nbc news philadelphia there's a basic political question involved here in 
pennsylvania the strength of endorsements given by labor leaders carter and congressman mo udall have 
not had the number of labor leader endorsements as have been given to scoop jackson jackson has the 
leaders of big labor on his side in pennsylvania and the question is will the endorsement of those labor 
leaders turn into voter support tomorrow for a report on the jackson campaign here's bob jameson jackson 
was out early today in harrisburg working to solidify his labor support in fact most of his final day of 
campaigning was designed to encourage labor's effort to get out the vote for him tomorrow 
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jackson is troubled however by the question of whether his committees of union leaders can translate their 
endorsements into votes tomorrow from the rank and file the question is even more difficult to answer 
because some of his labor endorsements came from leaders who are not shy about saying they think hubert 
humphrey is a better candidate you know jackson campaigned in philadelphia today as well his plan for 
winning tomorrow also hinges on a big jackson vote here delivered by mayor frank rizzo and the democratic 
party's political establishment here too jackson has had to spend much of his time denying that he is a stand- 
in for humphrey it is time he would rather have spent telling people about his programs for domestic and 
foreign policy jackson seems confident that the political organizations here and the pennsylvania labor effort 
will make him a winner in the race for delegates jackson however has backed away from earlier statements 
that he would win the separate beauty contest and there is fear in the jackson camp that winning only the 
delegate race will not be enough to slow jimmy carter [Music] bob jameson nbc news with the jackson 
campaign in philadelphia [Music] nbc news has been polling in pennsylvania to see how the candidates are 
doing and here are some of the things we've learned we talked to more than a thousand registered 
democrats who are likely to vote they indicate that in the last 10 days to two weeks mo udall has done better 
at picking up support than either carter or jackson despite udall's shortage of money part of that movement to 
udall consists of black voters who were upset by jimmy carter's statement on ethnic purity at the same time 
carter is doing better with black voters than any of the others and the ethnic purity business has not hurt him 
with white voters carter runs strongly in all categories in pennsylvania and our figures show that the 
endorsement of labor leaders is not regarded as especially important by members of labor unions more than 
half of the union members we talked to 
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half of the union members we talked to said union endorsements were not very important or not important at 
all if the union members aren't listening to their union leaders tomorrow that could be bad news for scoop 
jackson we'll have more news from the pennsylvania primary later in the program our nightly news special 
this evening involves pennsylvania one of the most politically important states in the last six presidential 


elections pennsylvania has gone for the winner five times it sends the third largest delegation to the 
democratic national convention it stretches from the atlantic shore deep into the mountains we've had our 
man john hart here for some time now looking at the state and its politics and here is his report so much of 
pennsylvania still is what this country used to be if you were in the sixth grade say thirty or forty years ago 
you'd recognize this place from the pictures in that old textbook on how america was built not only the 
historical pictures of independence hall where the founders fathered the republic but in the countryside 
where the old farms are still homes in the mines where old coal is still king and the old steel mills still working 
still blasting metal out of dirt still making fortunes for the fortunate old style politics too where city hall draws 
its power from ward leaders and where the baron of city hall fights for power with all the other barons of this 
huge and diverse state and where the 41st ward met recently to talk politics the kind of politics that turns an 
old-style politician on are you turning me on politics is still organized i just i just want to say to nick you've got 
them here boy this is a fighting wrestling 41st 
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this is a fighting wrestling 41st where the old labor leaders trust the known candidates who paid their political 
dues over the years and distrust newcomers like carter this is someone that we feel has a very charming 
demeanor it's on a good performance but the sound or the smell or the feel doesn't come ring true senator 
jackson labor's literature for jackson is sometimes aimed at carter including a letter from five years ago 
signed by carter supporting the right to work laws that labor hates and i think just the fact that the that the 
leaders not only labor organization but rizzo and others are ganging up to oppose me i think might possibly 
help me in the long run rizzo is frank rizzo mayor of philadelphia who campaigned for richard nixon last time 
and who's with jackson this time making one of the odd couples that are working this election this was a unity 
banquet for philadelphia democrats without much unity frank rizzo thinks that he was born to be emperor of 
america the very words of peter camille philadelphia's democratic chairman who also supports jackson and 
who stayed away from this love feast because he hates rizzo i don't think he can be of any help to senator 
jackson i think he's a liability not only to senator jackson but to any other candidate so do the political 
cartoonists rizzo once called richard nixon our greatest president and boasted he had access to him anytime 
anywhere and when senator jackson becomes president jackson he won't forget how we in philadelphia in 
pennsylvania help this cause jackson takes help for he can get it but he's told friends he's not too 
comfortable with rizzo did you ask for the mayor's support no sir he acted on his own and now i want to bring 
on the man who i believe 
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i want to bring on the man who i believe and who i think you believe is going to be our next president and 
that's jimmy carter has his own mayor pete flaherty of pittsburgh the most popular politician in western 
pennsylvania but flaherty carries a liability too having made some unions mad at him for cutting the size of 
city government the other couple is udall and a young black politician in philadelphia would like to turn 
america around charles bowser who ran against rizzo for mayor and got 24 of the vote but bowser hasn't 
seen or heard from udall in a couple of weeks and says udall's organization is undisciplined still going it 
alone is george wallace whose campaign in pennsylvania was a few airport stops voting in pennsylvania is 
like working a crossword puzzle the size of a billboard after voting your preference in the popularity survey 
you have to sort through dozens of names to vote for delegates politically speaking pennsylvania is a balkan 
hotel balkanized divided up in compartments of rival and hostile power the candidates are up against that as 
much as each other john hart nbc news pittsburgh so that's where it stands in pennsylvania three democrats 
running hard after the balloting there may be fewer democrats in the race for the presidency but there was 
word today from california of another entry governor and here in what in pennsylvania scoop jackson jimmy 
carter and mo udall are locked in combat in the democratic primary the politicians are counting the voters 
and watching the sky and for that story here's david brinkley the weather was fine in philadelphia where 
jackson hoped to do his best but in western pennsylvania it was cold and even snowing in some parts and 
that was where carter hoped to do best and it appeared that numerous people were not so enthralled by the 
candidates that they would go out in bad weather to vote for them and so the turnout was modest [Music] 
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[Music] the local wisdom was that a small turnout would help jackson since the unions backing him were 
urging and chauffeuring their people to the polls but still in union wards as in others there seemed to be a 
certain lack of excitement carter scoffed a little at jackson's labor support and said he doubted that union 
members would be led by their noses to vote for it but still it is one of the most heavily unionized states 
jackson has played to the unions all along for years and his voting record is seen by them as perfect and 
whatever votes they were able to produce today they tried to produce for him representative udall moved on 
today to maryland where there is a primary on may 18th for hubert humphrey the most active vocal energetic 
non-candidate in years there is a meeting in washington tomorrow of his advisors and it is said they may 
form some kind of organization to promote or manage or supervise his non-candidacy humphrey said he 
would not attend jimmy carter was in connecticut where after weeks of watching humphrey's maneuvers said 
he thought nominating somebody who entered no primaries was not good for the party i believe it will be 
possibly suicidal a very serious obstacle for us to overcome if at the conclusion of the talk of the convention 
that the american people have the feeling that they have been excluded from the process of determining the 
nominee if we should have a repetition of the chicago experience but there was a general feeling around this 
nation that they did not have a voice in the procedures and that political or leaders hand-picked the nominee 
we'll have a repetition of the very serious division in our party that occurred in 
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division in our party that occurred in 68 and that's the story of the democrats who are trying to get as many of 
the delegates as they can in the pennsylvania primary as well as winning the separate popularity contest 
there are 134 delegate seats up today for the democrats and there are believe it or not 1 102 people running 
for those 134 seats on the republican side president ford has no opposition and pennsylvania's 103 
republican delegates will go to the convention officially uncommitted we'll have more on politics later in the 
program in the first primary in new hampshire the candidates were flush with money suspended with casual 
and happy abandon and they even fretted a little about the legal limitations put on how much they could 
spend they had big headquarters big staffs chartered airplanes rows of telephones with lighted buttons on 
them and when they planned victory parties they laid in smoked oysters and champagne well now eight 
primaries later in pennsylvania they're all comparatively welfare cases they can't spend anything close to the 
legal limit because they don't have it those who have done poorly in the voting fine private money is scarce 
and federal money was cut off and congress has been slow to restore it so they have moved down from first 
class to steerage they use the phones in their hotel bedrooms they've reduced their staffs and if there's a 
victory party it'll likely be something like ritz crackers and cream cheese and for the losers it almost sounds 
as if they'd be stranded in philadelphia without bus fare home jen reporting from the nbc news center in new 
york good evening politicians of all parties were looking at jimmy carter in a different way today because of 
his big victory in the pennsylvania primary it is generally conceded today that the pennsylvania returns along 
with carter's other primary victories guarantee him a place on the democratic ticket this year 
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ticket this year here's how it came out in pennsylvania carter won 37 percent of the vote and decisively 
defeated senator scoop jackson who came in second with 25 percent congressman moe udall was third with 
19 and george wallace who didn't try hard got 11 percent here's a report on carter today from don oliver the 
ever smiling jimmy carter sees pennsylvania as a breakthrough he won in a northern industrial state for the 
first time and now he says there is little doubt that he'll have one thousand delegates by the time the 
primaries are over carter said he doesn't fear a challenge by jerry brown or hubert humphrey i would like very 
much to have something for his endorsement i don't take anything for granted i think the best way that i could 
lose the election is to take voters or individual states for granted and to be arrogant about the uh success 
we've achieved so far i'll be campaigning as aggressively as i have in the past carter's three chief advisors 
reviewed the pennsylvania results they disagreed with polls that showed humphrey would have won if he had 
been in the primary they claimed the issues would have been different the whole shape of the campaign 


would have changed that you can't compare apples and oranges when carter goes back on the road there 
will be a change in his approach his advisers say he'll begin dwelling more on issues defining them more 
sharply to broaden his appeal and he'll begin going on the attack after president gerald ford saying that ford 
has a lack of leadership capability and does not know enough about foreign policy don oliver nbc news with 
the carter campaign in philadelphia carter now has a strong lead in delegates to the democratic national 
convention with 1505 needed to nominate here's our count on how the candidates stand carter has 331 
delegates jackson has 194 uncommitted delegates number 193 udall has 172 and wallace 108. 
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udall has 172 and wallace 108. he would humphrey has some of those uncommitted delegates and some 
committed delegates but he is not a candidate in the primary still there was humphrey political news today 
and catherine mackin has that story from washington humphrey is meeting this evening with friends and 
political advisers to decide whether he will form a committee to go after the democratic presidential 
nomination it may be called an exploratory committee but its purpose will be to lay the groundwork for 
humphrey to get the nomination should jimmy carter falter or if the carter people should be unable to pull 
together enough delegates to get the nomination for carter humphrey said his decision to form a committee 
will not be something he will arrive at without giving it a lot of thought be less than honest if i didn't tell you 
that today has not been the easiest day of my life even though it's been an interesting one i've had to 
conduct business of the senate as well as to think about matters political so if you'll uh be patient just like 
some other people have to be we'll try to have some response for you a more definitive nature i don't what 
we are talking about is a matter of very great importance and a matter that is uh very personal to me as well 
as of political importance so i shall take my time do what i think is right and whatever we do we'll do with full 
heart and with the real purpose thank you humphrey's friends had to move now and in this public fashion for 
two reasons first time is running out and second federal law requires that potential presidential candidates 
authorize committees that work for the presidency for them so if humphrey does authorize this committee it 
virtually will be an announcement that he is a candidate for the democratic presidential nomination catherine 
mackin nbc news at the capitol and in the aftermath of jimmy carter's win in pennsylvania his two main 
challengers were thinking about the futures of their campaigns here are two reports on the failing campaigns 
of mo udall and scoop jackson 
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continuing with a new kind of campaign he is nearly out of money the loss makes it difficult to raise new 
funds and the support he had counted on labor disappeared last night and then there is hubert humphrey 
jackson was accused of being only a stalking horse for him in pennsylvania i said facetiously last night that 
hubert lost the horse approach didn't work and i say that in all good humor jackson rode the train to 
washington for meetings with his advisors some of them are pressing him to get out but jackson is stubbornly 
holding on in washington a reporter asked if he was considering dropping out no no get that out of your head 
right now you've asked that about three times and uh no i want to be very fair we're going to uh restructure 
our effort as i indicated last night and uh just what uh particular uh shall we say new and innovative 
approaches that we'll make i don't know are you saying obviously jimmy carter well certainly uh i wouldn't uh 
i wouldn't be going ahead if uh i couldn't uh didn't have a chance of winning jackson said it was on to 
tuesday's indiana primary but even one of his closest aides is saying that things there don't look any better 
than pennsylvania bob jameson nbc news washington [Music] morris udall called a news conference in 
washington to insist that the campaign is not over that while jimmy carter got 35 percent of the vote in 
pennsylvania udall said 65 percent wanted someone else he said the democratic contest was now down to a 
two-man race with senator jackson's announcement of a different kind of non-traditional candidacy backing 
off to apparently radio work and and television 
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apparently radio work and and television appearances this really means that in most of the remaining 
primaries in caucus states the plain fact is that we're now down to two traditional kinds of candidates in the 
remaining states and their names are jimmy carter and mo udall i'm here to tell you today that we're in this 
campaign all of the way there isn't going to be any withdrawal we're going all out udall said his national 
television appeal monday night would bring him a hundred thousand dollars more money would come from 
other scheduled tv spots to keep his campaign going he said it would be outrageous for him to drop out now 
and leave the field to a conservative democrat namely jimmy carter charles quinn nbc news washington 
there is another democrat in the field governor edmund g brown jr of california Known as jerry brown brown is 
in maryland tonight campaigning for votes in that state's may 18th primary brown is regarded as an 
unorthodox politician and his entry into the presidential contest is a very late entry here's more on brown 
from don harris brown's trip to maryland began in a normal enough fashion facing a battery of cameras at the 
los angeles airport i'm on my way to maryland this will be the first time i leave california i'm going to that state 
to give the people a chance to make a wider choice for the democratic nomination i still don't sense that 
depth or breadth of commitment that indicates to me that any one person has uh the leadership of either the 
party or the country what i see and even what i read in in the nbc interview if un humphrey had been on the 
election ballot he would have gotten 41 percent carter 19 and i would have gotten 13 and i haven't even been 
to pennsylvania so this thing is just beginning i think there hasn't been a fair and full scrutiny of the 
candidates and the alternatives since this is brown's first foray outside the state of california as a presidential 
candidate 
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presidential candidate everyone waits to see how the rest of the nation will react what will people in baltimore 
think of the 37 old bachelor governor whose state car is a plymouth sedan and who refuses to live in the 
governor's mansion more important what will the people of maryland think of the idea of jerry brown wanting 
to live in the white house don harris nbc news los angeles international airport the next primary on the 
political schedule is texas this saturday the contest between president ford and ronald reagan in texas is 
expected to be very close especially if democrats cross over to vote in the republican primary as they 
campaigned against each other today both ford and reagan took note of jimmy carter's victory in 
pennsylvania here are two reports before coming to texas the president had said he would rather run against 
hubert humphrey a clear-cut liberal than against jimmy carter whose image is not so clear now mr ford says 
he doesn't care who he runs against but he thinks it will be carter i would say that the momentum for uh 
carter has certainly accelerated and it seems to me unless they go to a brokered convention in a smoke-filled 
room that it'll probably be carter but mr ford said he came here to campaign not to talk about carbon so as 
befits a candidate here he showed a proper appreciation of cowboy hats and of one of the state's most 
famous products to kill gore ranger x mr ford also made his strongest counter-attack on ronald reagan he 
questioned reagan's ability to make decisions about national security and said reagan is making wild charges 
about the nation's military preparedness let's take one of his favorite charges that the soviets have twice as 
many men in uniform as the united states does that would require us to reimpose the draft 
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draft to obtain sufficient manpower obviously we should exercise great caution before heeding the words of a 
man who obviously has no experience and little understanding of the complexity of national defense matters 
the president is also borrowing some campaign strategy from reagan who's made a strong pitch in texas for 
crossover votes from conservative democrats and independents mr ford now says he wants those votes too 
that's the first time the president has openly campaigned for support outside his own party john cochran nbc 
news with the ford campaign in texas when reagan arrived in albany georgia late last night he said he was 
surprised by the margin of jimmy carter's victory in the pennsylvania primary but he said carter's nomination 
by the democrats would not be a problem for the reagan campaign even though carter is not part of the 
washington establishment maybe he'd have to be more specific on what solutions he offers to the specific 
problems and so far when he has been specific at all it seems to be that he does not exactly deplore the idea 
of big government or solving the problems reagan's main worry now is not jimmy carter it's gerald ford that's 


why reagan was in carter's home state of georgia today campaigning reagan kept up the pressure on 
president ford's national defense policy repeating his charge that the united states is no longer the number 
one military power in the world but is being surpassed by the soviet union at a news conference in atlanta 
today he was told that mr ford had called his statements on defense glib and superficial and had warned 
voters against him sorry that he found it necessary to say the things he did it isn't really important whether i'm 
second or not i'm concerned about this country being second i wish he'd address himself to that i don't think 
that just 20 months uh in his own appointed position has necessarily made him the only expert in 
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necessarily made him the only expert in the united states with regard to whether this country is in is ina 
strong position or not reagan has bought five minutes of nationwide television time tonight to make a 
campaign speech and the subject is no surprise it's national defense kenley jones nbc news with the reagan 
campaign in atlanta hoping the humphrey decision will resuscitate his campaign chancellor reporting from 
the nbc news center in new york good evening hubert humphrey took himself out of the running today for the 
democratic presidential nomination he said he would accept a draft at the democratic convention but he 
described that as unlikely humphrey said from now on he's a senator a citizen and a non-candidate the 
minnesota senator said he will not authorize committees to act on his behalf although he will continue he 
said to speak out on the issues he made his announcement this afternoon in an emotional session in the 
senate caucus room catherine mackin was there and that at midnight last night he thought he would 
announce as a presidential candidate and run in the new jersey primary he said his wife wanted him to run 
and so did all his children but at 11 o'clock this morning he decided he would not do it it wasn't the new 
jersey primary he felt he would win there but his name is also on the may 11th nebraska primary ballot and 
he said that's not enough time to set up a campaign i really thought i could win new jersey but i was very 
dubious about uh what the situation would be once i made myself an active candidate the pressures would 
have been on me immensely to get into nebraska and oregon in particular and my friend frank church is out 
there in nebraska frankly you can't organize a campaign in 11 days it's impossible and uh one thing i don't 
need at this stage of my life is to be ridiculous so i'm not going to do it pretty well mean that you have no 
chance of getting the nomination well that's pretty much in the hands of other people it means that i'm not 
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other people it means that i'm not aspiring that i'm not it means exactly what i said about six months ago i 
shall not seek it i shall not compete for it i shall not search for it i shall not scramble for it but i'm around 
[Music] do you expect mr carter will be the nominee i can't predict that he surely he's got a leg up and i hope 
that in between now and the time of the convention that i'll hear a lot more from mr carter and where he 
stands on the issues and i'm going to help educate him [Music] when humphrey was asked how he assesses 
his chances of ever being president he answered not very well he said he doubts jimmy carter will get the 
democratic nomination on the first convention ballot but he said carter will arrive at the convention with a 
healthy batch of delegates humphrey declined to endorse carter he simply urged all the candidates now 
running to continue with their campaigns catherine mackin nbc news washington humphrey has also had 
some health problems although his doctors say he's fine and there were some campaign fund irregularities in 
his last campaign which could make him vulnerable to criticism in another campaign the main beneficiary of 
what happened today of course is jimmy carter the leader in votes and delegates here's don oliver with 
carter's reaction carter was on his way from his home in plains georgia to campaign in texas when he heard 
that humphrey had decided not to enter the race does it not remove the last real obstacle to your nomination 
well it's about the same as it was before we've uh i think been successful in meeting any any particular 
opponent and i believe that now we will have less of a sharp division between myself and senator humphrey 
but we were prepared to go either way now we'll have to face you know the prospect of the deadlock 
convention which i think is uh a much more unlikely prospect but i 
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a much more unlikely prospect but i don't see that it would change our strategy very much i think southern 
hemper's made a good choice although we had uh thought that he might try new jersey carter's advisors 
believe that they have avoided what could have been a very bitter and divisive campaign despite what carter 
said they are relieved and feel now that their candidate just about has it won don oliver nbc news with the 
carter campaign in albany georgia one question raised by humphreys action today is where will his 
supporters go he's got a lot of them our nbc news poll in this week's pennsylvania primary showed that over 
40 percent of the democrats would have voted for humphrey had he been on the ballot today both 
congressman mo udall and senator scoop jackson who were mauled by carter in pennsylvania said 
humphrey's announcement will help them bob jameson has that story udall who watched the humphrey 
announcement in his congressional office that it took him by surprise describing himself as the only 
alternative to carter udall said he is hopeful humphrey supporters will transfer to him including labor so what 
we're really down to is mo udall one on one the old basketball player from arizona one-on-one with with 
jimmy carter i can win i can beat carter in ohio and new jersey and some of these other states if the labor 
people who have misgivings about carter's position on economic issues will rally behind me jackson was 
meeting with advisors deciding where his campaign goes from here when humphrey spoke jackson said he 
talked to humphrey but offered no advice the development he said will help him the announcement by 
senator humphrey uh this afternoon takes him out of the race unequivocally i am now taking a look at the 
support especially from people who have been 
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especially from people who have been committed to senator humphrey and others to the extent of help they 
can give jackson said he has already had some phone calls from humphreys supporters now willing to help 
him saturday jackson resumes his campaign schedule in indiana he will spend tomorrow looking for new 
backers and new money hoping the humphrey decision will resuscitate his campaign bob jamison nbc news 
washington in addition to udall and jackson george wallace is still a candidate but he has scaled down the 
pace of his campaigning following defeat by carter senator frank church of idaho is an active candidate but a 
late starter he was in oregon today and said humphrey's decision will help the church campaign and that 
other said humphrey's decision will help the church campaign and that other late starter california governor 
edwin g brown jr known as jerry brown he said today he doesn't think any democrat including carter has a 
lock on the nomination brown was campaigning in maryland and here is don harris with that story jerry 
brown's message in maryland is simple the 37 year old brown says it's time for a new generation of leaders 
time to replace the people who got us into vietnam and watergate time to as he says disestablish the 
establishment what the california governor wants to find out in the maryland primary is just how much vote 
getting power he has outside his home state he has less than three weeks to convince the voters here 
political spots on television and radio started today and brown has a heavy schedule of radio and television 
interviews brown has been drawing more people than had been expected there was an overflow crowd at his 
reception last night and at loyola college today there was an overflow at the big tent set up on campus both 
jerry brown and his staff seem genuinely surprised at the reaction to his first campaigning outside his home 
state people are friendly i haven't seen such 
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people are friendly i haven't seen such an enthusiastic audience anywhere in my life i think it's great are you 
surprised at the number of people well i am surprised i haven't left the state since i've been governor and this 
is my first time in the east since uh being elected and i find people very friendly and open and interested and 
i i think i get the hunch that this nomination is wide open people are looking for a new generation of 
leadership and i just may be the one to provide it the crowds are large and they're enthusiastic and 
california's jerry brown is obviously encouraged after this first day of campaigning in maryland down here is 
nbc news baltimore even before humphrey made his announcement today president ford was saying that the 
public wouldn't stand for it if the democrats got together in a smoke-filled room to stop carter from getting the 
nomination the president is in texas campaigning for votes in saturday's primary election his challenger 
ronald reagan was in texas and and finally this evening some thoughts about senator hubert humphrey who 


pulled out of the presidential race today he made his first try in 1960 but john f kennedy knocked humphrey 
off in the west virginia primary that year he tried again in 1968 while serving as lyndon johnson's vice 
president he ran against richard nixon and despite the opposition to the vietnam war despite a smooth nixon 
campaign humphrey lost by only seven tenths of one percent had a few votes changed humphrey might be 
in the white house today in 1972 in california he tried to keep george mcgovern from getting the nomination 
humphrey said the other day i got talked into that it was a foolish mistake and i don't intend to repeat it so it 
looks as though one of the most ebullient and tireless campaigners in the century will campaign no more for 
the white house humphrey is almost 65 he could well end his career in the post of majority leader of the us 
senate yet anybody who thinks that we won't be hearing a lot more from this happy warrior really doesn't 
know much about hubert humphrey good night for nbc news 
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though senator scoop jackson may be pulling out of an active role in the presidential race his indiana 
campaign coordinator is quoted as saying the jackson headquarters in indiana will be closed tomorrow the 
indiana primary is next tuesday a source in the jackson campaign said senator jackson will announce 
tomorrow that he is suspending his active campaign jackson was badly beaten by jimmy carter in the 
pennsylvania primary this week carter was in texas today thinking more about president ford than about 
jackson don oliver reports carter was speaking in the texas state capitol building it was his strongest 
denunciation of president ford so far in this campaign the nation does not need a caretaker government 
carter said and that's what the nation has in gerald ford he's been in the oval office of our white house he's 
slept alongside the issues they haven't bothered him at all he has not addressed them he's shown a very 
weak incarnation for leadership he's almost completely destroyed the proper relationship between the white 
house and the congress he's been very timid and very weak until recently the republicans weren't all that 
interested in jimmy carter most of them including president ford thought that hubert humphrey was going to 
be the democratic nominee now the republicans are becoming interested in carter they want to know more 
about him here's an example of their interest this is jay pike he works for the republican national committee 
which works for gerald ford pike joined the carter entourage yesterday saying he was a reporter for the 
republican party magazine first monday this morning pike tried to board the press bus in dallas he was met at 
the door by carter's press secretary who said the game is up [Applause] how do you expect our magazine to 
get a truthful story on governor carter if i thought there was any chance in the world that first money would 
write a truthful story 
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truthful story on uh on jimmy carter or any other democratic uh presidential contender that would put a whole 
different light on the whole time it turned out pike's luggage was already on the plane buried under dozens of 
bags so pike and his tape recorder on which he was to record carter's speeches for the republican national 
committee were allowed to continue on to austin enroute he was introduced to carter it was nice having you 
along carter said it was all very friendly but the last time we saw jay pike he was on the tarmac at the austin 
airport still waiting for his bag don oliver nbc news austin the texas primary is the close fight between 
president ford and ronald reagan it has set some records for bitterness and tough language and is a 
decisively important contest for both men tom brokaw has been in texas for the past few days and here is his 
report on the republican primary president ford now believes he can win the texas primary tomorrow and 
finally finish off reagan reagan still believes that he'll win tomorrow and that texas is a beginning not an end 
the fact is no one is sure just what will happen in the texas primary the election like the state cannot be 
measured in conventional terms [Music] texas a state with 220 000 oil wells almost 2 million pickups an 
untold number of cowboys and cowgirls and 23 000 bars [Music] yes sir they do things in a big way in texas 
except register for the republican party there are twelve million people in this state and only one hundred 
thousand registered republicans tomorrow they'll participate in one of the most complicated primaries of this 
election year president ford and ronald reagan will be represented by delegates in each of the congressional 
districts there is no statewide popularity contest voters can split their ballots voting for both reagan and four 
delegates and democrats 
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reagan and four delegates and democrats can cross over and participate in the republican primary so both 
campaigns have been trying to lure democrats and independents as well as republicans houston oil town 
and one of the most conservative areas in the country has been a principal target ronald reagan had a full 
house when he came to town last night jimmy stewart came along to introduce his old friend from their 
hollywood days reagan responded with a call for a spiritual revival criticizing big government charging that 
the united states was caving into the soviet union and giving away the panama canal [Applause] my concern 
is the security of the united states and what is to keep any dictator any place in the world from saying all you 
have to do is threaten uncle sam with a little bloodshed or violence and he'll give up anything no matter who 
it belongs to ladies and gentlemen the president of the united states all of this has kept president ford moving 
to his right in texas talking about panama and military strength when he'd rather be concentrating on 
economic recovery in the closing days of the campaign he has charged that ronald reagan is not responsible 
enough to be president of the united states first let me correct the record i said that a person that would cut 
off negotiations for the future arrangements of the panama canal would be acting irresponsibly and i repeat 
that here tonight but the president's best hope in this campaign may be his organization not his rhetoric the 
ford campaign telephone system is much larger and better organized than reagan's in any event both 
campaigns will spend the next 24 hours trying to reach as many voters as they can in areas like houston's 
west side where a lot of big texas oil money has settled john connolly lives here but so far he hasn't said who 
he'll vote for 
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hasn't said who he'll vote for anyway voters in these areas with less money are more important than connelly 
there are more of them they watch a lot of television and so they have been seeing a lot of the two 
candidates inflation slackens recovery continues president ford is your president [Applause] [Music] well i 
believe in the peace which mr ford speaks as much as any man but peace does not come from weakness or 
from retreat it comes from the restoration of american military superiority the television and telephone 
campaign will continue through tomorrow when it's all over the two campaigns will have spent at least eight 
hundred thousand dollars eight dollars for every texas republican tom brokaw nbc news houston and at the 
end of a dizzying week in politics here's where the parties stand in terms of delegates president ford has 266 
delegates ronald reagan 139 and among the democrats jimmy carter leads with 331 scoop jackson has 194 
delegates now committed to him mo udall has 172 george wallace 108 and there are 186 uncommitted 
democratic delegates most 
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
